MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

SEPTEMBER  15,  1983 

BOSTON  PARK  PLAZA  HOTEL  -  STANBRO  ROOM

Meeting  opened  at  10:20  A.M.  with  prayer  by  Executive  Vice  President  Campbell. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  previous  Council  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meetings.   Passed  unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  activities  of  Solidarity  III,  the  parade  and  enthusiasm  by 
those  who  participated.  Advised  that  there  are  tentative  plans  being  discussed  to 
continue  this  Labor  Day  effort  by  having  an  old  fashioned  picnic  next  year. 

Pres.  Osborn  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month,  which  included: 

-  Attending  the  lUE  Local  201 's  50th  Anniversary  Celebration 

-  Went  to  Orange,  Mass.  to  investigate  the  Litton  situation  where  they  are  trying  to 
break  the  UE  local. 

-  Went  to  New  Bedford  for  the  UAW  and  brought  down  Prof.  Bob  McKersky  from  the 
Governor's  Task  Force.   Purpose  of  visit  was  to  check  out  the  UAW  worker  assistance  center 
to  plan  for  future  centers.  The  JTPA  program  hopes  to  be  involved  in  running  centers  to 
help  dislocated  workers.   Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  Tom  Conway,  the  community  service 
chairman  of  the  committee,  resigned  and  if  anyone  wanted  to  recommend  someone  to  replace 
him,  to  call  the  office. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  heard  that  Earl  Bengston,  Job  Corp,  has  been  laid  off  through 
Reagonomics  and  if  anyone  needed  a  good  staff  person,  he  is  available. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  the  B.C.  Grant  which  will  involve  one  full-time  person  who  will 
investigate  shutdowns,  layoffs,  and  ways  to  help  the  people  affected. 
Maureen  Ferris  from  the  Teachers  Union  will  be  the  coordinator  for  us. 

Maria  Walsh  called  to  express  her  thanks  to  the  Council  for  her  job.   She  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Labor  Relations  Committee. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  National  COPE  has  given  the  Council  a  tremendous  task  to  produce 
delegates  for  the  National  Democratic  Convention.   Feels  it  will  be  difficult  since  they 
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have  just  cut  our  budget. 


Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  last  month  at  the  meeting  it  was  discussed  that  if  Jerry  O'Leary 
were  not  sworn  in  immediately,  the  President  should  pursue  this  with  Paul  Eustace  and  the 
Governor.  Eustace  recommended  that  Pres.  Osborn  not  contact  the  Governor  at  this  time  but 
to  wait,  and  so  we  will  abide  by  his  wishes.   Pres.  Osborn,  however,  will  follow  up  on 
this  and  keep  a  watch  on  the  situation. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  received  support  from  three  international  presidents  for 
the  new  program  on  local  community  labor  organizations.   He  urged  that  everyone  mention 
the  need  for  support  to  their  international  vice  presidents. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  he  attended  a  seminar  at  Brandeis  University  with  Sec.-Treas. 
Carpenter  on  "Health  Care  for  the  Unemployed."   This  is  a  critical  area  and  the  Executive 
Officers  are  submitting  a  resolution  at  the  Convention  on  this. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  and  Director  Foley  met  with  Sen.  Pres.  Bulger  and  this  was  a 
very  productive  meeting  —  feedback  good,  and  we  can  expect  his  support  in  the  future. 
Boston  Harbor  cleanup,  which  will  be  a  multi-million  dollar  project,  was  discussed  and 
Bulger  pledged  his  support  on  this. 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  an  article  in  the  "Boston  Globe"  that  day  on  the  legislature  which  was 
negative.  He,  himself,  has  given  very  positive  reports  to  the  press.   Suggested  that, 
perhaps,  people  should  write  to  Speaker  McGee  and  ask  that  he  write  to  the  "Boston  Globe." 

On  the  Right  to  Know  bill  -  we  put  together  a  strong  bill,  which  passed  the  Senate.   We 
will  pressure  the  Governor  to  come  up  with  a  reasonable  compromise  so  that  it  will  not 
have  to  go  to  a  referendum. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  be  on  the  David  Brudnoy  show  on  Friday,  September  16  at  10:00 
P.M.  debating  with  Howard  Foley,  head  of  High  Tech,  concerning  Right  to  Know. 

On  Worker's  Compensation,  Pres.  Osborn  is  pleased  with  happenings  thus  far  and  thanked 
Vice  Presidents  Farmer  and  Mahar  for  their  efforts.  He  has  a  promise  from  the  Governor  to 
put  this  commission  into  effect  and  we  are  waiting  patiently. 

On  the  Solidarity  Coalition  -  this  is  entering  into  its  2nd  phase  -  many  new  issues  to  be 
covered..   This  coalition  promotes  a  better  image  and  show  that  Labor  really  cares.   All 
told,  we  have  come  a  long  way  and  people  at  all  levels  of  government  have  taken  notice  of 
our  growth  and  silent  power, 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Financial  report  for  August  noted . 

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  reported  that  the  receipts  and  balance-on-hand  look  better 

than  they  are  because  we  have  paid  many  bills  since  the  report.   Also,  AFSCME  has  now 

caught  up  on  paying  their  per  capita  and  this  is  reflected,  where  ordinarily  this  large 
amount  would  not  reflected  in  the  report. 

On  the  United  Way,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  has  received  assurance  from  their 
headquarters  than  no  undesignated  monies  from  CFC  would  go  to  the  National  Right  to  Work 
Legal  Defense  Fund.   Letter  read  from  Robert  Chandler,  Executive  Director,  United  Way, 
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indicating  this. 

On  Plant  Closings,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  a  series  of  meetings  on  the  mature 
industry  study  is  planned,  the  next  one  being  on  September  23rd.   There  will  be  a  debate 
at  this  meeting  between  Rep.  Bassett,  our  man,  and  a  company  representative  from  Atlas 
Company,  representing  the  busines  point  of  view,  concerning  early  warning  systems. 
Another  debate  on  pre-notification  will  be  between  Professor  Barry  Bluestone,  our  man, 
with  Van  Veen.   December  target  date  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Governor. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  Jim  Tiernan  is  working  with  John  Barron  on  the  ad  book 
since  things  were  going  slowly.   Urged  all  locals  to  support  this  worthy  effort. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reminded  all  present  who  are  involved  with  the  Industrial  Union 
Council  to  stay  for  the  meeting  after  the  luncheon. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  updated  the  Council  on  plans  for  the  New  Horizon  phone  system  which 
should  come  about  in  the  next  few  months.   Explained  the  savings  to  the  Council  which  will 
result.   Decision  to  have  the  system  was  arrived  at  after  several  meetings  with  American 
Bell,  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Dick  Heffernan  and  Bill  Murphy  from  IBEW.   System  is  100% 
union  made. 

MMS  to  authorize  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  buy  phone  system  if  he  sees  fit.   Passed 
unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  "tips"  bill  has  been  officially  signed  into  law  which  will 
benefit  all  waiters  and  waitresses. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  he  and  his  staff  are  currently  working  on  the  "Right  to  Know" 
bill  (3rd  draft  submitted),  the  Polling  Hours  bill,  which  passed  the  House  and  is  in  the 
Senate.   The  Senate  President  supports  this  bill  so  all  should  go  well  on  this;  the 
Prevailing  Wage  bill  now  before  the  Senate  calls  for  increasing  fines  for  each  violation 
from  $100  to  $1,000  and  from  $500  to  $5,000. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  materials  are  being  sent  out  on  "Right  to  Know."   Data  will 
include  sample  letters  to  be  sent  to  legislators.   We  are  asking  people  to  contact  their 
reps  and  senators  on  this.   Hopefully,  we  can  build  a  legisltive  network. 

Director  Foley  noted  that  he,  too,  got  a  good  feeling  from  the  meeting  with  Senate  Pres . 
Bulger,  which  Pres.  Osborn  previously  reported  on.   Feels  we  will  have  his  support  in 
getting  our  bills  out.   Mr.  Foley  said  there  are  three  main  concerns  for  next  year.  They 
are:  Mature  Industries  (plant  closings).  Workers  Comp.  arri  VDT's.   The  bill  on  the  VDT's 
looks  as  though  it  will  come  out  favorably  next  year. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  "Right  to  Know"  has  been  certified  by  the  Attorney  General  and 
petition  forms  will  be  ready  next  week.   Workers  Comp.  has  also  been  certified. 
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COPE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  mission  given  to  us  by  National  COPE  to  produce  delegates 
for  the  national  convention  is  one  of  great  magnitude.   There  is  a  September  27  meeting  on 
this  and  the  areas  to  be  covered  at  the  meeting  will  be:   1)  organizing  for  caucus,   2) 
Election  in  April   3)  Caucuses  at  the  local  level  in  the  cities  and  towns  to  elect 
delegates    4)  What  you  do  at  the  State  Convention  with  your  delegates,  and  5)  The 
election  in  November.   He  noted  that  the  Issues  Convention  ran  us  in  excess  of  $20,000, 
and  he  expects  this  will  take  much,  much  more  money.   Stressed  that  we  do  not  have  the 
money  since  the  budget  given  us  from  National  COPE  was  $5,000.   Urged  support  of  all 
present  in  this  effort. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  advised  that  National  COPE  had  a  plan  to  raise  the  money  for 
this  effort  by  charging  an  additional  10  cents  per  capita,  and  they  would  want  us  to 
collect  it.   This  would  undoubtedly  result  in  a  loss  of  membership.    Discussion  followed 
on  this  subject. 

Motion  made  by  Vice  Pres.  DeRosa  to  ask  National  COPE  for  financial  help  for  this  effort. 
Seconded  by  Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Campbell.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  and  COPE  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Director  Foley  took  the  floor  to  mention  to  everyone  present  that  he  has  been  on  board  for 
8  months,  and  he  has  enjoyed  working  with  all  the  Council.   He  feels  progress  is  being 
made  and  this  is  due  to  all  the  support  he  has  received  from  the  President  and 
Secretary-Treasurer.   Thanked  all  the  Council  for  their  help. 

Vice  Pres.  Corbett  spoke  regarding  Chapter  581,  saying  it  is  no  longer  a  carmen's  issue. 

Arbitrator  ruled  that  91%  linkage  to  the  outside  wage  is 

illegal. 

Also  mentioned  that  the  Rep.  from  District  1,  Ray  Flynn,  was  unanimously  endorsed  to  get 
the  support  of  Labor  as  Mayor  of  Boston.   Urged  support  of  Ray. 
Vice  President  Farmer  also  talked  on  this  subject. 

Vice  Pres.  Ferin  spoke  regarding  his  correspondence  with  Rep.  Costa  in  No.  Adams,  Mass., 
which  left  him  feeling  that  this  representative  should  be  considered  as  an  enemy  and  not  a 
friend  of  this  Council.    Urged  that  the  Council  not  support  Costa  in  the  future. 

Vice  Pres.  Farmer  advised  that  the  Glaziers  are  organizing  Atari  in  California  with  a 
possibility  of  3,000  new  members. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  to  Executive  Officers.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Mangan  asked  Pres.  Osbom  to  look  into  a  situation  where  prisoners  are  being 
used  as  strikebreakers.   The  President  is  investigating  this  through  Paul  Eustace  and  will 
follow  through. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  gave  a  brief  update  on  the  Scholarship  program.   Said  he  feels  we  need  a 
better  system  on  the  scoring  and  asked  the  Council  for  any  ideas. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  a  steady  growth  in  the  program  with  more  unions  pledging 
scholarships. 
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MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Heffernan  thanked  the  Council  for  the  message  of  sympathy  on  the  death  of  his 
Brother. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Campbell  thanked  all  who  participated  in  the  parade  and  discussed  briefly 
plans  for  next  year's  parade.   Said  he  needs  a  committee  of  three,  and  he  will  help  as 
much  as  possible.   Also  discussed  how  to  finance  the  parade  or  picnic. 

Vice  Pres.  Miodonka  advised  that  there  would  be  meeting  of  the  Springfield  Council  tonight 
and  he  expected  to  get  a  positive  vote  on  the  Right  to  Know  issue.  He  will  keep  the 
Council  posted . 

MMS  to  get  placques  made  up  as  a  tribute  to  people  who  helped  with  the  parade.   They  are 
James  McCoy,  Nello  Ricardi,   and  Bob  Regan.   Hopes  to  award  these  at  the  Convention.
